1 . The purposed amendments filed on April 29, 2002 and Declaration under 37 C.F. R. § 
1.132 have been fully considered but will not be entered because they raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. 

The phrase "selectively activates the human 5-HF 1F receptor" in claim 1 raises a new 
issue that would require further consideration and/or search since this phrase changes the scope 
of the claim since twice amended claim 1 filed on April 29, 2002 now requires a 5-HF 1F receptor 
agonist which specifically activates the human 5-HF 1F receptor. Note that claim 1 amended on 
October 15, 2001 only required a 5-HF 1F receptor agonist which could activate the human 5-HF ]F 
receptor (could be nonspecific).
